Fennell was at ground zero 
the morning of 9/11. “When 
the South Tower collapsed, it 
fell on my hotel while I was 
in it,” she said.

130 years ago... 


Dr. Buzzell’s 


By Larz F. baie 

“The name Buzzell in Wilmington is 
most commonly known as the name of 
the building where the Wilmington 
Sénior Citizens’ Center is located, on 
School Street. Many people assume 
that the building was named for the 
late Philip Buzzell, who held many 
positions in town from before World 
War I until his death in 1981. 

The building was, in fact, name for 
his father, Dr. Daniel Buzzell, who 
served as the town physician for more 
than 40 years, from 1885 or so until his 
déath in 1930. Dr. Buzzell fit the image 
of a small-town doctor, the man who 


' 


“would respond to patients’ needs what- 


ever the weather, who would sit with 

them through illness and even death. 
Dr. Buzzell came to Wilmington after 

practicing for a year in Roxbury. He 


-married Mary Louisa White, and they 


moved into a house: on Main Street in 
the Square, where the telephone build- 
ing now stands. It was in that house 
that Philip Buzzell was born in 1892. 

Joseph Newton Ames was a neighbor 
who spent his entire life in the Square. 
He was born in a house where the old 
theater building stands, now Cooke’s 
Skate Supply. 

At some point in the late 1880s, Ames 
took Dr. Buzzell for a wild carriage 
ride. Ames’ brother Henry wrote a 
poem about the ride. A critic has called 
it doggerel, and is critical in particular 
of: the descriptions of harness and 
horsemanship. The notion of each man 
holding one rein, a horseman has 
pointed out, is quite dangerous. “The

“horse.”

Allergies got you down? whe 


Our expert advice can coeias 


hile we may be 

grateful for warm 

weather, with it 
comes stuffy noses, — 
scratchy throats, and 
watery eyes for many of us. 
It’s that time of year again: 
the start of spring allergy 
season. For those of us who ~ 
suffer from allergies during 
the spring months, I am © 
sorry to report that this 
year may be particularly © 
bad for those who have ; 
allergies to trees, grass and 
mold; the heavy winter 
snowfall melting into the 
earth will likely make these 
allergies act up with feroci- 
ty. Later in the spring, when 
the ground dries, the pro- 
duction and spreading of 
pollen will likely be the cul- 
prit for those dealing with 
allergies. 

Allergies can develop at 
any age. I often have 
patients who tell me they 
didn’t develop their aller- 
gies until they were in their 
20s or later. The good news 
is that there are many over 
the counter treatments to 
combat the symptoms aller- 
gies create. Most pharma- 
cies sell antihistamines that 
can be taken orally. These 
are usually patients’ first line of defense against allergy 
symptoms and help with itching eyes, sneezing, and runny 
nose, among other symptoms. Patients often ask me which 
one is the “best.” Sometimes it takes trial and error to learn 
which one works best for you. While each drug is designed 
to do the same task (relieve your symptoms), each one has 
different chemical components that may work differently 
with your body. 

You can also ask your physician about prescription nasal 
sprays to relieve the stuffed up feeling in your nasal pas- 
sage. These sprays come in two types: antihistamine, which 
tends to dry up the nose to prevent dripping, and cortisone, 
which reduces swelling. You can use both an over the count- 
er drug and a prescription nasal spray together. In addition, 
you can add prescription or non-prescription eye drops to 
your regimen if needed. By combining these medications, 
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you may be able to reduc¢ S your 
symptoms greatly. If you ‘afe 
still experiencing symptoms, 
perhaps you should considér 
receiving a skin test, or a diag- 
nostic test~performed by an 
allergist to determine the ,reat 
of your allergies and the sever- 
ity. - 

If your allergies are severe, 
trying taking a shower befpre 
bed. Many people don’t realize 
we carry pollen in our hair, 
which may explain that stuffed- 
up feeling you have when. you 
wake up. If that doesn’t help, it 
may be worth trying to Stay 
indoors as often as possible to 
avoid exposure to irritants. 
Staying indoors with air condi- 
tioning will be even more, bene- 
ficial to relieving your symp 
toms. 

An allergist can also offer you 
allergy injections, which helps 
your body develop antibodies to 
fight against allergies. These 
injections are given once a 
week for 3-4 months, with the 
frequency of injections 
decreasing over time. I. have 
many patients who say this 
treatment is the most effective 
for them. While injections are 
not a cure, some patients :do 
report that they have minimal 

symptoms, even after coming 
off injections after several years of receiving them. =, . 

While it may be inconvenient to some patients to get week- 
ly injections, some local hospitals and medical centers offer 
injections during business hours or clinics during evenings. 
Some do not requie patients to make appointments, enabling 
offices to accomodate flexible schedules. 108 

I do recommend that patients who are considering injec- 
tions speak with their insurance provider representative! It 
is possible that patients may need to pay a co-payment or 
for the full cost of the treatment if it is not covered by their 
insurance. hartee

Republicans initiate bill 
allowing DNA collection 


“'BOSTON- Following a 
Supreme Court decision 
(Maryland v. King) Monday 
allowing police departments 
‘to collect DNA samples from 
people arrested of a crime 
Senate Minority leader 
Bruce Tarr issued a state- 
ment supporting the ruling 
and calling on a joint com- 
mittee to act on a bill intro- 
duced in January. 

“Today’s monumental 
decision by the Supreme 
Court makes it clear that 
collecting DNA evidence 
from those arrested of a 
‘crime doesn’t violate the 
‘Constitution or the rights of 
those involved. With this 
decision in hand, our 
‘Commonwealth should act 
quickly and decisively to 
provide our criminal justice 


system with a powerful tool 
that has tremendous power 
to exonerate the innocent, 
prosecute the guilty, and 
identify those who may pose 
a further threat to public 
safety. 

My conversations with 
those in law enforcement, 
victims, their advocates, and 
others have. made a com- 
pelling case that DNA evi- 
dence’ collected after 
arraignment can be proper- 
ly safeguarded and disposed 
of if a conviction isn’t 


obtained, and that the bene- © 


fits from collecting it are 
substantial. 

Senate Bill 1176 authorizes 
this modern-day version of 
fingerprinting, and the Joint 
Committee on Public Safety 
and Homeland Security 


should act on it as soon as 
possible.” 

Tarr, along with Senate 
Minority Caucus members 
Richard J. Ross, Michael R. 
Knapik, and Robert L. 
Hedlund, along with House 
Minority Leader Bradley H. 
Jones introduced the bill 
January 22, 2013, when it 
was sent to the Joint 
Committee on Public Safety 
and Homeland Security. 

The proposed law would 
collect DNA following 
arraignment on _ certain 
felony charges. Further, the 
bill also specifies measures 
to dispose of DNA samples 
when felony charges are 
reduced to misdemeanors, 
acquittals and certain other 
circumstances.

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Dear Editor: 

I am writing today’as a follow up to last weeks Town Crier 
story about the removal of the Pedway at the Wildwood 
School property. I believe it is important for the residents 
of Wilmington to reflect on the fact that prior to the selec- 
tion of the current new High School project or the votes to 
approve the project, at no time during the public forums in 
2011 was any mention made that the Pedway or the rear 
parking area at the Town Park would be removed. These 
existing features were serving valuable functions but were 
removed as mitigation for the loss of riverfront area repre- 
sented by the installation of the artificial turf field. 
Removal of the Pedway is representative of many examples 
of how this project was misrepresented by the powers to be 
and our elected officials. The abutter's wetlands appeal of 
Gerry O'Reilly remains unresolved in Superior Court. The 
Town may yet loose in court and has removed the Pedway 
as a construction activity at risk! It may not have been nec- 
essary to remove the Pedway. 

The Pedway served a valuable function as the principal 
means of pedestrian access (for the residents of Federal 
Street and all the small intersecting roadways) to the chil- 
dren's playground, basketball court, and tennis courts cur- 
rently located at the Wildwood School property. However, 
more importantly the Pedway is no longer “grandfathered” 
and can not be replaced and/or restored if the Wildwood 
were ever returned to being an elementary school or the 
Wildwood property was selected for the construction of a 
new Elementary School at some time in the future. Though 
not important to many people, my personnel memories of 
the Pedway from the 1960s include its use by area children 
as a ramp for testing soap box derby racers (a lost tradi- 
tion) as well as buckboard coasters (the first design and 
construction activities of many future engineers). Loss of 
the Pedway represents another example of how the powers 
to be in this Town have no sense of history. It's only about 
the money and who is receiving that money! 

Finally, let us remember that the Town was compelled to 
withdraw the first Notice of Intent filing associated with the 
artificial turf field because the Towns technical representa- 
tives proposed a project which was not in compliance with 
the Wetlands Regulations! We as residents of Wilmington 
paid for that faulty engineering. The residents appealing 
that faulty engineering were also held up to public ridicule. 
Not only was the paved surface of the Pedway removed, but 
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had been re-vegetated by natural process and were there- 
fore not eligible for mitigation. I ask the residents of 
Wilmington to consider how removal of a patch of pink lady 
slipper orchids was appropriate for inclusion within the mit- 
igation area for an artificial turf field? An affidavit sub- 
mitted by one of the Town's engineers during the wetlands 
appeal process contradicted the engineers own statements 
by actually agreeing with my assertion that sufficient time 
had passed for nature to recreate new topsoil. However, the 
town held back two key “missing” pages from the engineer's 
affidavit on this subject for over two weeks (until the day 
before the appellant's response was due). In my opinion the 
Pedway had acclimated to the local environment and along 
with the adjacent re-vegetated areas was largely function- 
ing as a riverzxfront area. The residents of Wilmington 


have been sold a short sighted “bill of goods” by the powers 


to be and our elected officials!

(Editor’s Note: We asked the Town Manager to weigh in on 
the pedway project and Mr. Lingenfelter’s concerns and 
received the following response from Mr. Hull.) 


The construction of a new high school is proceeding based 
upon the overwhelming approval of Wilmington residents 
both at the ballot box and at a special town meeting and 
with approvals from the Massachusetts School Building 
Authority and the state Department of Environmental 
Protection via their Final Order of Conditions. . That Final 
Order of Conditions approved the removal of the Wildwood 
School Pedway and restoration of a particular area at the 
rear of Town Park as legitimate measures to mitigate 
impacts to wetland areas on the high school site. This sub- 
stantial public undertaking has been delayed by a full year, 
causing great expense to Wilmington taxpayers and depriv- 
ing an entire grade of students of education in a 21st centu- 
ry high school.

He noted that economic 
growth did not start until 
recently.

because she didn’t know 
what to expect outside, 
Fennell and Wilmington 
native Elaine Murphy - then 
three months pregnant - 
found a police officer and 
asked “What should we do?”

Fennell’s account of that 
fateful day is included in her 
newest book, “Wilmington 
Remembers 9/11.”:

Fennell 
aid it was not an easy book 
te-write. “It was hard writ- 
img with a newborn. It was 
the best and worst time of 
my life.” 

«During a 10-year anniver- 
sary event for 9/11 Fennell’s 
passion was rekindled. “I 
was on the Wilmington Town 
Common and saw so many 
young kids that would have 
no recollection of these 
events other than history 
books,” she said. “A high 
school senior spoke about a 
9/11 committee the school 
was starting, and they were 
looking for people to get 
involved. It came together 
for me after that.” 

In order to research 
Wilmington’s reaction dur- 
ing that time, Fennell 
reviewed publications by the 
Town Crier. : “I started with 
September 12th, the day 

after the attacks, covering 
articles and letters to the 
editor for a sense of how the 

community was feeling. I 
followed it to November 7th, 
Veterans Day.” 

‘She found a great sense of 
patriotism, along with 
mixed feelings of anger, sad- 
ness, and hope. “I really 
just wanted to collect all 
those stories and photos of 
‘vigils people held on street 
corners, lemonade stands 
for the Red Cross, and ele- 
‘mentary schools that wrote 
‘in to the Crier about what a 
hero is.”

Fennell wanted this to be 
everyone’s story. “So when 
people open the book, they 
see the poems they wrote or 
the pictures of the vigil they 
attended, or letters they 
wrote to the Crier. It’s our 
community’s story. 
Everyone had a story to 
tell.” 

Interviews were conducted 
with local residents, former 
Town Manager Michael 
Caira, and Wilmington: fire- 
fighter John Brown, who 
would be contributing a 
piece of steel from ground 
zero to the WHS memorial. 
Fennell worked with ‘WHS 
history teacher, Mark 
Staffier, to ensure profits go 
towards the memorial which 
will be built in the courtyard 
of the new high school. 

“I would never write this 
type of book to make money 
off it. It was a horrific event 
and I firmly believe no one 
should profit from that day,” 
she said. 

The reason for Fennell’s 
book is two-fold: “It is for 
future generations to use as 
a learning resource and to 
help build a memorial that 
will exist for years to come.” 

The book is dedicated to 
those who lost their lives 
that day, but in special 


memory of two Wilmington 
natives on American 
Airlines flight 11: Robert and 
Jacqueline Norton. The 
book is also dedicated to 
Tewksbury residents Peter 
Gay and Peter Hashem who 
were also on flight 11. 

The Historical Commission 
wishes to extend an invita- 
tion to the general public for 
a book signing with Julie 
Fennell at the Town 
Museum, 430 Salem Street, 
on Sunday, June 9, 2013, 
from 2:00 to 4:00 p.m. Books 
will be available for $10. All 
profits will go towards the 
construction of the 9/11 
memorial planned for the 
courtyard of the new 
Wilmington High School.

these trying times. She 
wished her classmates 
luck.

Successful coach exits under cloud

Exactly a week after the 
team’s most successful sea- 
son in program history 
came to a close, Wilmington 
High School Boys Lacrosse 
head coach Kieran 
Kavanaugh said on Tuesday 
night that he has: resigned 
from his post due to sched- 
ule conflicts. 

Despite the historical sea- 
son,. the Town Crier has 
learried that many parents 
yoiced their displeasure of 
Kavanaugh’s coaching style 
-to:school officials all season 
‘long but. the coach has 
-denied that problems with 
“parents was the reason for 
his-resignation. 

-The Town Crier reached 
dut3to WHS Athletic Director 
Ed: < Harrison, 
Superintendent of Schools 
Joanne Benton and School 
Committee Chair Peggy 
Kane to have the matter 
clarified. Kane responded 
that she cannot comment on 
personnel matters. Calls to 


Division 2 League title. 


Harrison on Tuesday night 
and both Harrison and 
Benton Wednesday morning 
were not immediately 
returned. 

Kavanaugh spent two sea- 
sons as the head coach after 
coming to WHS after being 
an assistant at Westford 
Academy. Prior to that he 
was a star attack player for 
the Daniel Webster College 
men’s lacrosse team after 
growing up in East Lyme, 
Connecticut. 

This past season 
Kavanaugh led the Wildcats 
to the program’s first ever 
Middlesex League Freedom 
Division title with a regular 
season record of 14-4 record 
before losing in the first 
round of the state tourna- 
ment last Tuesday at home 
to Holliston. Last year in his 
debut season behind the 
bench, the team finished 2- 
14 under Kavanaugh. He fin- 
ishes with a, combined 
record of 16-19. 

Before Kavanaugh came 
on board, the program never

had a winning season, never 
won a league title, and qual- 
ified for the state tourna- 
ment just once in 2009 
despite having a losing 
record. 

Through an email that the 
Town Crier obtained, one 
Wilmington School 
Committee member 
acknowledged the problems 
between Kavanaugh and the 
parents/players and was 
relieved that the coach will 
not return next season. The 
email went onto say that his 
behavior as a head coach 
was unacceptable: 

The Town Crier asked 
Kavanaugh to explain his 
side of the story, specifically 
if administrators asked him 
not to reapply for his posi- 
tion as head coach. He 
maintained that he resigned 
due to a busy schedule with 
other duties in the sport of 
lacrosse. 

Kavanaugh is part owner 
of Massachusetts Lacrosse 
of Westford, where he and 
other coaches train lacrosse 
players of all ages, many of 
them college players who 
join team’s with 
Kavanaugh’s company after 
their college season has 
ended. 

Kavanaugh is also an 
assistant coach with the 
Boston Cannons of the 


Major Lacrosse League 


(MLL), whose season runs 
from late April through 
July, and he has also been 
offered a college coaching 
position, which he will begin 
next season. 

“Between working a lot at 
my lacrosse company and 
coaching with the Cannons 
it is very difficult to find the 
right amount of time to ded- 
icate to the team,” 
Kavanaugh said. “A lot of 
the college players have 
their season end in May and 
they are coming to our com- 
pany while we would still 
have our high school season 
going on.

mine to coach in college,” 
Kavanaugh continued. 
“When I was in college I got 
to see what kind of effect a 
coach could have on a team, 
both as athletes and as peo- 
ple. I wanted to be able to 
do the same.” 

While Kavanaugh was 
unable to reveal the college 
team he will be coaching 
next season, as the school 
will issue a press release in 
the coming weeks, he is'very 
much looking forward to the 
opportunity to coach at the 
next level. - 

_Kavanaugh and _ other 
members of the WHS coach- 
ing staff will not be attend- 
ing the team's end of the 
year banquet, which he 
explained is due to a conflict 
with another’ unrelated 
lacrosse event. The Crier 
asked if he was not invited, 


a rumor he denies. 

"That was a scheduling 
conflict," Kavanaugh said. 
"I am playing in the 
Harvard Classic on the day 
of the banquet. The codches 
were a big part of the team 
this year and we would have 
loved to be there to hand out 


the trophies to these kids. 


who worked so hard for us. 
Unfortunately we have a 
scheduling conflict and will 
not be able to be there." 

Multiple complaints about 
Kavanaugh’s coaching style 
have circled to the Town 
Crier throughout this season 
with parents stating their 
displeasure with his alleged 
“abusive coaching style” 
and his "unprofessionalism" 
with his players and game 
officials. 

While Kavanaugh is look- 
ing forward to his future, he 


also looks very fondly back 
on his time with the 


-Wildeats, particularly this 


past season when he and his 
team shocked nearly every- 
body with: their outstanding 
season. 

“When I took over for Mike 
Fay two years ago I wanted 
to continue with what he 
had started with the pro- 
gram,” Kavanaugh said. 
“The first year under a new 
coach is always tough, but 
this year the players were 
buying in with our strategies 
on both offense and defense 
and we had a great season. 

“It is very hard to leave. I 
really enjoyed my time 
coaching this team. It’s 
been great to be part of the 
program here and I am hop- 
ing to see the mission con- 
tinue.”

-son, was not sure why her 

team had such poor game 
defensively. 

“T have no explanation. We 
had a great practice yester- 
day, and a great warm up 
before the game, but we just 
couldn’t execute,” Buckley 
said. “We couldn’t catch fly 

“halls, we couldn’t catch 
“ground balls. We just could- 

n’t do anything.” 

“Shawsheen made five 
“érrors in the first inning 
alone, allowing Matignon to 
take a 3-0 lead, and things 
only got tougher from there 
for the Lady Rams who saw 
Matignon score twice in the 
second inning, once in the 
fourth, three times in the 
sixth and once in the sev- 
enth.

North Reading’s Kelly navigates | 


oceanography 
across the globe

Joshua Kelly unexpectedly found himself on a 
ship in the middle of the Mediterranean Sea on his 
very first week as a student at the University of 
Rhode Island’s Graduate School of Oceanography. 

“Talk about being thrown into the fire,” said the 
native of North Reading. “But it was a blast!” 

Kelly graduated on May 18 with a Master’s 
Degree in Geological Oceanography, and he. has 
since spent some time looking back nostalgically 
on that first expedition aboard the E/V Nautilus, a 
research ship that broadcasts its scientific expedi- 
tions live over the Internet 24/7. . 

“I was on watch when we discovered a sunken 
World War II airplane, and my Dad was watching 
on the Internet from home and he recognized the 
plane,” Kelly said with amazement. “I was. on 
board to discover it, and my dad was there remote- 
ly to identify it. It was a once in a lifetime expe- 
rience.” 

» The purpose of Kelly’s time aboard: the ship 
was to study Foerstner volcano, an underwater 
volcano off the coast of Italy that erupted in 1891 
and produced what he called “floating lava bal- 
loons,” lava rocks that floated to the surface and 
have only been observed five times in human his- 
tory. 

“The characteristics of the magma and the 
eruption itself were very peculiar,” explained 
Kelly,. who earned his bachelor’s degree in geo- 
sciences from URI in 2011. “It was a very shallow 
water eruption that allowed for conditions that 
-. favored the production of extremely low density 
- _ eruptive products.”

aim was to collect samples of these rocks and 
study them so he could create a model of how and 
why these lava balloons are formed. Working in 
collaboration with URI Professor Steven Carey, a 
volcanologist, Kelly spent his days aboard ship 
helping to map the voleano, determine what lava 
samples to collect, and recording any notable geo- 
logical, biological or archaeological observations 
made by the remotely-operated vehicles (ROV) 
exploring the site. 

Back at Carey’s lab on the URI Narragansett 
Bay Campus, Kelly conducted detailed analyses of 
the rock samples and created a high-resolution 
geologic map of the volcano. 

“We are the first research team to utilize ROVs 
to directly observe and sample one of these lava 
balloon-producing volcanoes,” Kelly said. “It’s 
very difficult to study voleanoes in the submarine 
environment, but we had the right equipment 
aboard to be able to do it.” 

In addition to his research, Kelly spent time at 
the Graduate School of Oceanography as an out- 
reach scientist in the URI Office of Marine 
Programs, where he led educational field trips and 
classroom programs on a variety of marine and 
environmental topics for K-12 students. 

Just weeks after graduation this month, Kelly 
will begin an internship with the National 
Aeronautic and Space Administration studying 
rafts of pumice rocks floating in the Pacific 
Ocean. 

“There are massive floating islands of pumice 
drifting across the ocean, and the Navy wants to 
know their locations and trajectories because they 
pose a significant threat to their fleet,” Kelly said. 
“Tm going to keep track of these pumice rafts 
using satellites.”

the movie hits the brakes to 
deal with relationships, it 
hits a series of speed 
bumps. 

No other film franchise 
comes to mind as having 
gone through so many big 
changes. It started a dozen 
years ago with "The Fast 
and the Furious," the story 
of an undercover cop infil- 
trating the Los Angeles 
street-racer world to stop a 
hijacking ring. These days, 
the team of fast-driving 
criminals, paced by Toretto 
(Vin Diesel) and ex-cop 
Brian (Paul Walker), fight 
international terrorists. 

This time, it's a villain 
named Shaw (Luke Evans) 
who has put together his 
own fast-driving crew to 
steal major weapons parts 
across Europe and Asia. 
When he proves too elusive 
for Agent Luke Hobbs

man gets Toretto to round 
up the gang for another 
ride.

Toretto's true 
love, Letty (Michelle 
Rodriguez), who was sup- 
posed to have died in "Fast 
& Furious" - the series’ 
fourth edition in 2009 - is 
alive. 

It's that emotional ele- 
ment that puts the brakes 
on "F&F6." Diesel doesn't 
have the acting chops to 
make that part of the story 
seem real. 

The plot device that 
brings Letty back into the 
picture keeps Rodriguez 
from doing much emotional- 
ly. 

Toretto and Letty are the 
least interesting characters 
in the movie. The tech- 
savvy Tej, as played by 
Chris "Ludacris" Bridges, 
and the penny-pinching mil- 
lionaire, Roman (Tyrese 
Gibson), are so colorfully 
and fully formed they could 
easily star. in their own fast 
car franchise. 

The strength of the fran- 
chise has always been the 
action scenes. Whether it's 
a break-neck race through 
the crowded streets of 
London or a_ showdown 
between a car and a tank, 
this is when the movie 
explodes with extreme 
stunts. 

"Fast and Furious 6" is 
the kind of movie where 
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logic should be left at home.

Lieutenant Tim 
Oscar, an Australian officer 
serving with the New Zealand 
navy, was in command of the 
first vessel to make a study of 
the rock shelf; he told the 
news site Scoop it was “the 
weirdest thing I’ve seen in 18 
years at sea.” 

“The lookout reported a 
shadow on the ocean ahead of 
us so I ordered the ship’s spot- 
light to be trained on the 
area,” Oscar said. "As far 
ahead as I could observe was 
a raft of pumice moving up 
and down with the swell.” 

New evidence of changes 
on the seafloor confirms an 
erupting undersea volcano 
created the sprawling. rock 
raft. 

New Zealand scientists 
aboard the research vessel 
Tangaroa recently mapped 
the underwater volcano, 
Havre Seamount, which 
erupted on July 19, 2012 and 
was thought to have sent 
pumice rocks floating over a 
stretch of ocean 8,500 square 
miles (22,000 square kilome- 


‘ ters). Now, the scientists say 


they detected a new volcanic 
cone - a feature built during 
an eruption - at Havre 
Seamount, reaching within 
3,600 feet (1,100 meters) of the 
surface. : 

Pumice forms when vol- 
canic lava cools quickly. Gas 
gets trapped inside as the lava 
hardens, resulting in porous 
lightweight rocks that can 
float. 

On Aug. 9, 2012, the 
HMNZS Canterbury ship 
observed the floating pumice 
"island" — measuring 300 
miles (482 kilometers) in 
length and more than 30 miles 
(48 km) wide. The floating 
fluff apparently "lit up a bril- 


liant' white color" under a 


spotlight, "like the edge of an 
ice shelf," said Lieutenant 
Oscar.

Advice for 
“aging athletes 


Retired professional athletes often speak about the difficult 
moment when they knew it was time to retire from profession- 
al competition. The transition can be easy for some but far 
more difficult for others. But aging amateur athletes know you 
need not be a professional to realize there comes a time when 
your-body is telling you it's time to ease up. 

~ Athletes are used to pushing themselves and stretching their 
: limits? but some limits are best not pushed. Such is the case 
- with: the limits posed by aging. While athletes don't have to 

completely fold up shop and hang up their cleats, tennis shoes 
- or other athletic equipment as they approach senior citizen sta- 
tus, there are steps aging athletes can take to ensure they aren't 
pushing their bodies too far as they grow older. 
: »} * Recognize your new recovery time. Veteran athletes tend to 

have: é a sixth sense about their bodies, knowing how long they 
need to recover from common ailments like ankle sprains, knee 
- pain; back pain and shin splints. Despite the body's remarkable 

ability for recovery, it's not immune to aging, and that recovery 

time! will increase as the body ages. Whereas a sprained ankle 
- Iilight-once have been as good as new after a few days or rest, 
aging-athletes must recognize that the same ankle sprain now 
might: require more recovery time. Returning too quickly from 
anh “injury can only make things worse for aging athletes, so 
don't push yourself. 

- * Take more time to warm up. As the body ages, its response 
time to exercise increases. This means the body needs more 
time to prepare itself for cardiovascular and strength training 
- exercises. Increase your warmup time as you age, gradually 
increasing the intensity of your warmup exercises until your 
body. feels ready for more strenuous exercise. 

* Focus on flexibility. The more flexible you are, the more 
capable the body is of absorbing shock, including the shock that 
results from repetitive activities. But as the body ages, ‘it 
becomes less flexible, which makes it less capable of successful- 
ly handling the repetitive movements common to exercise. 
Aging athletes should focus on their flexibility, stretching their 
muscles before and after a workout. In addition, activities such 
as yoga can work wonders on improving flexibility for young 
and aging athletes alike. 

* Don't stop strength training. Some aging athletes mistak- 
enly feel they should stop strength training as they get older. No 
longer concerned about building muscle, aging athletes might 
feel as if they have nothing to gain by lifting weights and con- 
tinuing to perform other muscle strengthening exercises. But 
the body gradually loses muscle mass as it ages, and that loss 
puts the joints under greater stress when aging athletes per- 
form other exercises. That stress can put people at greater risk 
for arthritis, tendinitis and ligament sprains. While you no 
longer need to max out on the bench press or challenge yourself 
on the biceps curl, it is important to continue to make strength 
training a part of your fitness regimen as you age. 

- Aging athletes need not associate aging with ceasing their 
athletic pursuits. But recognizing your limitations and the 
changes your body is going through is an important element of 
staying healthy as your approach older adulthood. 
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How to find time in your daily life for exercise. 


Many men and women cite 
hectic schedules as the pri- 
mary reason they fail to get 
enough exercise. 
Commitments to work and 
family may dominate your 
schedule, but daily exercise 
can drastically reduce your 
risk for cardiovascular dis- 
ease and diabetes and help 
reduce stress. 

Because exercise can vast- 
ly improve quality of life and 
even life expectancy, it's 
imperative that even the 
busiest men and women find 
time to exercise several times 
per week. The following are a 
handful of ways to do just 
that. 

* Transform your com- 
mute. Many men and women 
find their commutes to be a 
significant waste of time. But 
instead of sitting in traffic or 
napping on public transporta- 
tion, consider transforming 
your daily commute into an 
exercise regimen. If you live 
close to your office, ride your 
bicycle to work each day 
rather than driving or taking 
the bus or train. If that's not 
an option, avoid working dur- 
ing your commute so you 
aren't stressing out on your 
way into or home from the 
office. Instead, spend your 
commute listening to an 
audiobook in the car or read- 
ing a book or watching a 
movie if you take public trans- 
portation.
